To Organize Harvey Plant
Some 1,800 employes of Har

vey Aluminum, Inc., 19200 S
Western Ave., Torrance, will be
voting Friday, Nov. 3, in an
election conducted by the Na
tional Labor Relations Board
to determine whether they
wish to be represented by the 
United Steelworkers of Amer
iraJIU.

The election was ordered by
the N.L.R.B. after it set aside
the results of last year's elec
tion in which the union was
defeated and in which the
firm, according to the govern­
ment board, interferred ille­
gally.

FOLLOWING THE 1960 elec­
tion, the Steelworkers filed for­
mal charges w j t h the board
alleging that the company
called in employes individually
and in groups to discourage
their support of the union and
used veiled threats if they did.

The charges also included
use of industrial detectives by
company "to spy on the em­
ployes for purpose of ferret­ 
ing out information about their 
attitude towards the union."
In some cases, employes whose 
names were turned in to the
company by the detectives
were terminated from employ­ 
ment, union officials claimed.

The board's determination 
was based on months of inves­ 
tigation and testimonies of wit­ 
nesses both in Torrance and
in The Dalles, Ore., where 
Harvey operates an aluminum
reduction plant.* * •

ELIGIBLE IN the election 
will be the production and 
maintenance employes of the 
Torrance mill, which is en­
gaged in extrusion and cast­
ing of aluminum and automatic
screw machine products. It is
regarded as the fourth largest
aluminum producer in the na­ 
tion.

A long-time target of organ­
ized labor, the Harvey Alumi­
num Corp., is engaged, in great
part, in government contract
work and is the only major
aluminum company whose
work force is still unorganized.

In an aggressive campaign, 
the steelworkers union is ham­ 
mering at the wages and bene­
fits paid workers at Harvey, 
claiming them to be 25 to 40
per cent below those paid in
organized aluminum shops
doing similar work for the gov­
ernment. • • •

THE UNION likewise is
stressing contractual protec­
tion, which it claims is needed
at Harvey Aluminum "to end
the employment practices of
the company in discharging,
disciplining, and discriminat­
ing against employes."

With the work force com­
posed of some 500 women, the
union is appealing to them to
vote for it to establish the
union principles of "equal pay
for equal work."
